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Assassinations Study 
May Be Inconclusive 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (AP) — After 
a $5.8 million investigation, the House Se- 
lect Committee on Assassinations is con- 
sidering a conclusion that conspiracies- 
can neither be proved nor ruled out in the’: 
assassinations of John F. Kennedy and • 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. ■ - 

Representative Louis Stokes, Demo 
crat of Ohio, the committee chairman, 
said he thought the committee had 
pdmted publicly “the outlines of a con- 
spiracy" involving a $50,000 St. Louis 
bounty for Dr. King's assassination. 

But Mr. Stokes acknowledged that the 
committee had no proof of such a con- 
spiracy . behind Dr. King’s murder in 
Memphis on April 4, 196S. 

At the same time, a 500-page draft re- 
port by the committee staff reportedly 
says that there is no evidence of any 
specific conspiracy in the Kennedy assas- 
sination in Dallas on Nov. 22, 1963 but that 
al! possibilities have not been ruled out. 

The draft report says, for example, 
that old evidence linking the killing ;o or- 
ganized crime has not been proved or dis- 
proved although “there is no direct evi- 
dence of an organized crime conspiracy. 

The committee is to vote on final con- 
clusions this week. ‘
